many other responsibilities. 

From 1993 to 1995, Mrs. Morneau worked as resi¬ 
dential appraiser for a Holyoke concern, and from 
1992 to 1994 she served as a city councilor at large in 
Holyoke. 

In 1982, Mrs. Morneau was the first woman ever 
employed by the Holyoke Fire Department. Her posi¬ 
tion was administrative aide to the chief. She was not 
a firefighter, but her duties included exercising super¬ 
vision involving training, assignment, and review of 
subordinates. 

She also maintained a working relationship with the 
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local firemen’s union and researched grievances and 
contract disputes, and it seems possible that her close 
involvement may have paved the way for other 
women to be accepted on the force. 

Mrs. Morneau graduated from Holyoke Catholic 
High School in 1965. She then attended Pierce 
College in Boston, graduating with an associate’s 
degree in business in 1968. She successfully com¬ 
pleted a 75-hour course approved by the Board of 
Registration, Real Estate Appraisers for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts in January 1993, 
and a Real Estate Course for the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts in April 1994. 

Several courses followed which were directly relat¬ 
ed to the field of assessing. Mrs. Morneau also com¬ 
pleted “Geographic Informational Systems” at Ferris 
State University. This certified her in Geographic 
Information (GIS). 

She recently completed her bachelor of arts in 
business administration with a major in management 
from Concordia College. She is a member of several 
professional organizations, including the Greater 
Springfield Association of Realtors, the International 
Association of Assessing Officers, the Massachusetts 
Association of Assessing Officers, and the Valley 
Opportunity Council Board of Directors. 

Mrs. Morneau says she is already fitting in nicely at 
Agawam Town Hall. 

“The staff here has tremendous working knowledge 
and is competent and conscientious. This is so impor¬ 
tant in an office that deals with such a lot of data,” she 
told The AAN. 

Mrs. Morneau continued, “What makes it so pleas¬ 
ant here in Agawam is that we don’t have major areas 
of blight, such as the boarded-up or abandoned areas 
often seen in many other communities. From an out¬ 
side perspective, I have been duly impressed with this 
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administration and the Mayor's diligence in trying to 
keep taxes affordable while maintaining services.” 

Mrs. Morneau described some of her responsibili¬ 
ties as assessor, listing “public service” as a priority. 

She stated, “It is my job to investigate discrepancy 
in sale price versus assessed price, and to verify our 
assessed prices. Values in any city or town are regu¬ 
lated by the Massachusetts General Laws and the 
Department of Revenue. Values cannot be inflated. 

Mrs. Morneau spends a significant amount of time 
in the field. “Sales of homes are monitored in given 
neighborhoods. The market drives us, not the other 
way around,” she explained. 

She anticipates that in September, the values will 
be certified for fiscal year 2003. 

“Every three years, it is mandated that cities and 
towns take an in-depth look at the real estate market 
and, in turn, we reflect the market trends into our val¬ 
ues. Again, these values are not based on last year’s 
prices, but those of the year before,” she stressed, 
adding, “Once values are certified and we have a new 
growth number based on our analyses, we move to a 
tax classification project.” 

Mrs. Morneau has been married for 32 years. He 
husband is director of operations at the Holyoke 
Soldiers’ Home. 

She plays golf a few times a week, usually at the 
Wyckoff Country Club. 

Her oldest son, Jeffrey, is an attorney with Bulkley, 
Richardson and Gelinas in Springfield. Until recently, 
he was the number one men’s tennis player in New 
England. 

Another son, Mark, has his own real estate invest¬ 
ment company in Atlanta, plays golf, and teaches ten¬ 
nis. He lives in Marietta, Georgia with her third son, 
Daniel, who is planning to be a second-grade teacher 
in Marietta. He also teaches tennis and plays golf.

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“Quiet genius” accepts appointment as Judge Advocate General

Mayor Richard A. Cohen refers to Jason Osborne 
as the “quiet genius." 

Osborne, who has been serving as a law clerk for 
the past two years in Agawam Town Hall while attend¬ 
ing Western New England College, graduated as a 
juris doctor on May 18th as one of WNEC’s top stu¬ 
dents. 

Of his experience in the Mayor’s Office as law 
clerk, Osborne said,"It was an absolutely fantastic 
experience for me. I was presented with many inter¬ 
esting legal issues, and the job forced me to be better 
organized.” 

Having completed his juris doctorate in just three 
years. Osborne has accepted an appointment to the 
Judge Advocate General (JAG) Program for military 
legal service, provisional to his passing the bar exam, 
which he will take in a few weeks. 

Osborne graduated in the Class of 1987 at 
Agawam High School. He then attended Westfield 
State College, graduating in 1992. He was head 
coach of the Agawam High School girls’ varsity swim 
team from 1988-1995.

The first quarter real estate and personal property 
tax bills for fiscal year 2003 are due in the Town of 
Agawam Collector's Office by 4:30 p.m. on Thursday, 
August 1, 2002. First quarter payment notices were 
mailed June 28, 2002. 

By law, bills were mailed to owners of record as of 
January 1st of the preceding year. Any new home- 
owner or anyone who has not received their real 
estate or personal property tax bill should contact the 
Collector’s Office immediately to obtain the bill 
amount.

All clothing can bum, and some clothing bums 
more easily than others. The Agawam Fire 
Department recommends that if your clothing catches 
fire, STOP, DROP, AND ROLL to put out the flames. 

Don't run or keep standing. Running will only fan 
the flames and make them higher. Standing up 
straight will make the fire burn faster. 

STOP AND DROP down to the floor or ground. 
ROLL or rock back and forth to smother the flames. 
Smothering the fire cuts off its supply of oxygen so it 
cannot burn. 

If possible, rock or roll in a rug, blanket, or coat to 
smother the fire faster. Attempt to cover your face with 
your hands to keep the fire away from your face. 

When the fire is out, cool the burn with water and 
call the fire department or rescue squad at 911. Do 
not remove the burned clothing if it is stuck to the 
skin. Keep the victim quiet and warm until help 
arrives.

The fatal mistake people make in a clothing fire is 
to panic and run. Seconds count. The smothering 
action must be automatic. A trained, immediate 
response of STOP, DROP, AND ROLL is extremely 
important. 

The running response occurs in all age groups, but 
it is prevalent in younger children. Scared children run 
to find parents or mistakenly think that only water can 
put out a fire and they run to find it. Everyone, espe¬ 
cially children, must be taught to STOP, DROP, AND 
ROLL. 

Parents and teachers should encourage children to 
practice by making a weekly game of it. Make sure 
that they understand when and where to use this tech-

Skin care during menopause... 

Question: Can menopause affect your skin? 

Answer: Doesn’t it seem to affect everything? My 
whole body has taken on a new identity, and I am hav¬ 
ing trouble showing it who's boss! 

Lower hormone levels affect the skin by first show¬ 
ing signs of dryness. Collagen and elastin, which are 
the proteins that make skin firm and elastic, become 
weaker. The dermis (second layer of skin) loses about 
20 percent of its volume while the fat tissue in the 
subcutaneous (third) layer gradually distributes itself, 
thus leaving the skin thinner than when we were 
younger. Add that up and it spells wrinkles. 

Now, if that isn’t enough, our oil and sweat glands 
get cranky and produce less sebum (oil) and perspi¬ 
ration. Our hair follicles take an early retirement, leav¬ 
ing us with less hair. Some of the blood vessels take 
a furlough, slowing down circulation and reducing the 
blood supply that we need to nourish our skin. 
Because the skin does not work as fast to shed dead 
cells and build new skin, we lose radiance. Just can’t 
seem to get good help these days! 

So simply, yes, menopause does affect your skin. 
Studies have shown that estrogen may slow down 
some age-related changes in the skin, but these 
results are somewhat controversial. Know the pros 
and cons of taking HRT (hormone replacement thera¬ 
py) by scheduling an appointment with your doctor. 

Treating your skin well is more important than ever. 
Alpha hydroxy acids (AHAs) are derived from natural 
sources such as sugar cane, milk, and apples. They 
loosen the dead skin cells that build up on the face 
which can make the skin look gray and dull. 
Removing this layer will not only help make your skin 
look more radiant, but will help to absorb moisturizers 
better. 

Look for products that contain either glycolic or lac¬ 
tic acids to help soften the overall appearance of your 
complexion. You may also try using an alpha-hydroxy 
mask once every two weeks to further help exfoliate 
the skin. Be extra careful using these products if you 
have sensitive skin. 

Be sure to follow up by using a thick moisturizer; 
one that comes in a jar instead of a bottle will insure 
its density. Retin-A, Renova, or Retinoids (vitamin A 
acids) - when used under a dermatologist’s guidance 
- will plump and smooth the skin, reduce fine lines, 
and can even fade discoloration. Remember to 
always use a sunscreen, especially if you are using 
the above products or if you are on HRT (can cause 
skin to darken in patches). 

One last concern can be facial hair. The only per¬ 
manent solution is electrolysis or laser treatments. 
You can bleach or temporarily remove hair by pluck¬ 
ing, waxing, or applying a depilatory. A word of cau¬ 
tion: stop using AHAs for at least two days before 
waxing to avoid possible skin irritation. 

Thought for a smile: wanting to look older when 
you were younger.

Rev. Rob Donaldson and his wife, Debbie 
Donaldson, of Feeding Hills Congregational Church 
represented their congregation at the annual gather¬ 
ing of the state’s largest Protestant denomination in 
South Hadley, Massachusetts on June 7th and 8th. 

They were among the 825 clergy and lay people 
who attended the Annual Meeting of the 
Massachusetts Conference of the United Church of 
Christ. The Meeting is a time for members of the 
denomination (which includes 430 churches across 
the state) to get to know one another, learn ways to 
improve and expand the ministries of their churches, 
and conduct the business of the Conference. 

This year, that business included votes on a num¬ 
ber of social issues, including the war on terrorism, 
homelessness, and the continuing difficulties in 
Colombia, South America. 

Delegates voted, 70 percent to 30 percent, to 
oppose the expansion of the military action in 
Afghanistan to other countries, and expressed sup¬ 
port for non-violent efforts to apprehend those 
responsible for the attacks of September 11th. 
Delegates also expressed their support for members 
of the military all over the world. 

“We believe that non-violent actions of a diplomat¬ 
ic, financial, educational, and intelligence nature in 
cooperation with other countries are more effective 
strategies for dismantling terrorism than warefare,” 
saidthe resolution. “We encourage our government to 
examine and address the root causes of terrorism, 
which is itself a symptom of much deeper problems, 
such as the desperation bom of poverty and oppres¬ 
sion.” 

The delegates also overwhelmingly approved a 
resolution calling all its members churches to work 
with faith-based organizations to end homelessness 
and to offer service to homeless people, and to advo¬ 
cate legislators on the issue. The resolution also 
called on churches to advocate for affordable housing 
in their communities, and to support the use of state 
and church land for affordable housing. 

Delegates also passed a resolution in support of 
the people in Colombia, and called for a re-allocation 
of aid to the country from military to humanitarian and 
peace-making purposes. The Conference will be 
sending a delegation to Colombia this summer.

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God has great plans for each of us! 


Have you ever wondered why you were born? 
Have you ever asked yourself if your life has meaning 
or purpose? 

One of the many things which makes people differ¬ 
ent from animals is that we think about questions like 
that. Whether we phrase the questions in simple or 
complicated ways, each of us asks them. 

At times, the vastness of the world can be so over¬ 
whelming that we wind up feeling insignificant. We 
might look at the stars arrayed in the sky on a clear 
night, and wonder why or how our lives matter. 

It is important for us to realize that the One who 
made the vast world in which we live says that each 
of us are important, and that He has great plans for 
each of us. 

Jesus illustrated this point using a simple analogy 
based upon the experiences of a farmer. 

He said, “A farmer went out to scatter seed in a 
field. While the farmer was scattering the seed, 
some of it fell along the road and was eaten by 
birds. Other seeds fell on thin, rocky ground and 
quickly started growing because the soil wasn’t 
very deep. But when the sun came up, the plants 
were scorched and dried up because they did not 
have enough roots. But other seeds fell where 
thornbushes grew up and choked the plants. But 
a few seeds did fall on good ground where the 
seeds produced a hundred or sixty or thirty times 
as much as was scattered. If you have ears, pay 
attention!” 

When farmers scatter seeds, it is their hope and 
intention that each and every one of those seeds 
becomes productive. In other words, the farmer has 
great plans for each grain of seed he scatters. 

If the farmer thought for a moment that he was 
wasting his time scattering the seed, in all likelihood 
he would leave it in a bag or barrel until a more oppor¬ 
tune time. 

Even though the farmer has great plans for all of 
the seeds he scatters, if he has any experience at all, 
he knows that things won’t work out perfectly. 

He knows that some of the seed will not reach its 
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full potential. But that doesn’t mean that that is okay 
with the farmer. It is not. 

Someone might be thinking right about now, “Who 
cares about farmers and seeds, and what in the world 
does that have to do with me?’’ Jesus explained that 
His story really does have to do with you and me. 

“Now listen to the meaning of the story about 
the farmer: The seeds that fell along the road are 
the people who hear the message about the king¬ 
dom, but don’t understand it. Then the evil one 
comes and snatches the message from their 
hearts. The seeds that fell on the rocky ground are 
the people who gladly hear the message and 
accept it right away. But they don't have deep 
roots, and they don’t last very long. As soon as 
life gets hard or the message gives them trouble, 
they give up. The seeds that fell among the thorn- 
bushes are also people who hear the message. 
But they start worrying about the needs of this life 
and are fooled by the desire to get rich. So the 
message gets choked out, and they never pro¬ 
duce anything. The seeds that fell on the good 
ground are the people who hear and understand 
the message. They produce as much as a hundred 
or sixty or thirty times what was planted.” 

By now we understand that we are the seeds in 
Jesus' story and that the farmer is God. So, we real¬ 
ize from Jesus’ story that we come from God in the 
first place. We did not get here on our own. Moreover, 
Someone cares about what happens to us. Someone 
has great plans for us! 

From Jesus’ story, we also come to understand that 
the world we live in is not necessarily the most con¬ 
ducive environment for us to live or grow in. There is 
an eternal enemy of God who hates us, specifically 
because God loves us. The evil one tries to keep 
people away from understanding God’s love and con¬ 
cern for us, and His great plans for our lives. 

We also see that our success is far from assured. 
Even though God has great plans for us, there are 
obstacles that stand in the way. 

Even people who initially respond to God’s love 
and accept the message may not make it all the way. 
Some fall away quickly while others appear to have 
more promise, but stumble either over troubles or the 
deceitfulness of wealth. 

When Jesus said, “If you have ears, pay atten¬ 
tion!”, it was because each of us has our own role to 
play in the drama we call life. Jesus told this story to 
encourage us to be the right kind of seed. Unlike seed 
scattered in a field, each of us makes choices that 
have consequences. The choices we make either 
draw us closer to God, or further away from Him.

Consumer protection sale of 
used car - prior accident 

In a recent court decision, a Judge ruled where a 
defendant auto dealer failed to disclose to a plaintiff 
used car buyer that the vehicle she was buying had 
once been in an accident and had frame damage, this 
amounted to a violation of Mass. Gen. Laws Chapter 
93A, Regulation of Business Practices for Consumer 
Protection. 

This Consumer Protection Act outlaws “unfair and 
deceptive acts or practices in the conduct of any trade 
or commerce” and gives to both consumers and busi¬ 
nessmen private rights of action against “persons” 
who commit such unlawful acts. 

Accordingly, when a person uses or employs an 
unfair or deceptive practice while engaged in the ordi¬ 
nary course of his business, the Attorney General or 
a victimized consumer can bring proceedings under 
the Act to enjoin the practice or recover damages or 
other suitable relief. 

The Court also found that the defendant also 
breached the express warranty of merchantability by 
informing the plaintiff falsely that the vehicle in ques¬ 
tion had no frame damage and by assuring her that 
there was nothing wrong with the car. 

Express warranties can be either oral or written, 
and is any affirmation of fact or pron-tise, which 
relates to the goods and becomes part of the basis of 
the bargain. 

Lastly, the Court found that the defendant 
breached the implied warranty of merchantability by 
selling the plaintiff a vehicle which, with its misaligned 
headlights and bent frame, was not fit for the ordinary 
purposes for which a car is used. 

Implied warranties arise by operation of law, not by 
agreement of the parties. The basic purpose of the 
law of implied warranty is to protect the buyer from 
bearing the burden of loss where merchandise, 
though not violating an expressly agreed promise, 
does not conform to normal commercial standards or 
meet the buyer’s particular purpose. 

Having reached such conclusions, the Court 
awarded the plaintiff triple damages exceeding 
$21,000.00 and further granted her attorney’s fees.

How to resolve divorce issues 
without going to trial... 

Question: Last week, you explained why a divorce 
settlement is generally preferable to trail. I understand 
most divorcing parties actually do settle their cases 
before a trial date is assigned. What procedural 
mechanisms are available to divorcing litigants to 
assist them in drafting a divorce agreement? 

Answer: The following is a list of procedure oppor¬ 
tunities which exist in an attempt to resolve the par¬ 
ties’ issues, resulting in a Divorce Agreement: 

1) Mediation - A trained neutral is hired by the par¬ 
ties to guide them in appropriate dispute mecha¬ 
nisms. The parties attend themselves or with their 
attorneys. The parties often equally share the hourly 
fee of the mediation. The proceeding is informal and 
dictated by the parties’ needs. Mediation is an effec¬ 
tive tool at EVERY stage of the divorce proceeding. 

2) In-Person Meetings - This is a meeting between 
the attorneys and the parties to the divorce action. 
This meeting can occur at any time the parties desire 
and are able to function face to face. At the beginning 
of a divorce, in-person meetings are utilized for pre¬ 
cise issues (such as a visitation schedule or personal 
property division) in one- to two-hour increments. 
Towards the end of a divorce, after discovery has 
been completed, an in-person meeting is mandatory 
before a Pre-trial Conference date. 

3) Pre-trial Conference - This formal meeting with 
a Probate Court Judge is a mandatory step before 
trial. Each attorney prepares a pre-trial memorandum 
stating the agreed issues, contested issues, exhibit 
list, witness list, etc. The judge reads these memo¬ 
randums and often gives the parties a very candid 
opinion of how that judge would resolve the issues. 

4) Arbitration - The parties hire a mediator or 
retired judge to render a decision after presentation of 
the evidence by their attorneys. This procedure is 
used to circumference the lengthy time involved in the 
assignment of a trial date. 

5) Informal - It is often overlooked, but the parties 
have the ability to put their differences aside and meet 
on their own to resolve issues, then present their 
argument to their attorneys for a formal draft into a 
Divorce Agreement. This is cost-effective and benefi¬ 
cial emotionally to the parties, especially if children 
are involved.

Tips on how to avoid the summertime safety blues 


Kids are out of school now and with more of them 
engaging in outdoor activities during the summer 
months, comes the increased risk of their being seri¬ 
ously injured or even killed. More unintentional child¬ 
hood deaths and injuries occur between the summer 
months of May and August - what emergency room 
staff call "trauma season” - than any other time of the 
year. 

“No one anticipates that a tragedy will occur during 
this fun-filled time, but summer is when children are 
pushing their abilities to the limits,” said Mandi 
Summers, coordinator, Western Mass. Safe Kids 


Teach 
children to always cross at crosswalks. Children under 
age 10 should never cross streets alone. 

Safe And Smart Cycling 

Each year, more than 200 children ages 14 and 
under are killed, and more than 350,000 are injured in 
bicycle accidents. The majority of all bicycle fatalities 
occur between May and August. 

* Purchase an approved bicycle helmet for each 
child. Insist that they wear the helmet every time they 


They can easily give way to the weight of a child. 

Approximately 70 percent of window fall-related 
deaths occur during the spring and summer months. 
The Western Mass. Safe Kids Coalition headquar¬ 
tered at Baystate Medical Center Children's Hospital 
recommends the following tips to protect your child 
from a window fall: 

* Unopened windows should be locked at all times. 

* Make sure windows are secure by using window 
guards on all windows (ground floors and up), except 
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Coalition headquartered at Baystate Medical Center consumer Product Safety Commission, American 
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Children’s Hospital. 

“There are simple precautions families can take to 
make their homes and communities safe for kids dur¬ 
ing the summer months and year-round,” she added. 

By putting safety first and following some important 
guidelines, you can help avoid the summertime blues 
and spare your family from needless tragedies. 

Backyard Basics 

* Make sure all fences and gates are secure, and 
fix broken rails or any protruding parts. 

* Keep garden and other tools out of children’s 
reach. 

* Lock up barbecue grills and gasoline containers. 

* If you have a pool or spa, install a four-sided 
fence that is at least five feet high. The fence should 
have a self-closing and self-latching gate. Do not use 
the exterior of the house as one side of the fence. 

* Never leave children alone near or in the pool. 

* Make sure your child drinks plenty of water to pre¬ 
vent dehydration. Periodically bring children inside for 
a rest and a drink, especially on hot and humid days. 

* Make sure children use a sunscreen of SPF 15 or 
greater, even when it is cloudy.

* Familiarize yourself with neighborhood play 
areas. Inspect playgrounds for rusted or broken 
equipment and dangerous surfaces such as concrete 
or asphalt. 

* Warn children about unacceptable play areas 
such as garages, construction sites, abandoned build¬ 
ings, railroad tracks, dumpsters, waterfronts, and 
unsupervised swimming areas.

Dealing with ankle injuries... 

The ankle is quite the joint. It provides support for 
the leg and entire body; it absorbs and adapts to 
loads, shocks, and uneven surfaces; and must per¬ 
form complex movements while supporting high 
weights and forces during walking. 

Sprairuinjuries to the ankle cause temporary and 
sometimes long-term disability. Most sprain injuries 
can be successfully treated with conservative care. In 
deciding to x-ray a patient, if the patient is unable to 
bear weight and there is significant tenderness, then 
an x-ray is needed to rule out a fracture. Fractures 
need to be immobilized in a cast or surgically 
repaired. 

Initial care for an ankle sprain consists of ice. Apply 
cold packs to the area 10 minutes per hour. Elevate 
the region above heart level. The cooling effect con¬ 
trols inflammation, limits bleeding and bruising, and 
inhibits pain. A brace or aircast helps reduce move¬ 
ment during stress on the joint. Controlled movement 
has been found to stimulate collagen repair while lim¬ 
iting adhesion (scar tissue) formation. 

During the initial acute phase (the first few days), 
exercises for the damaged joint are not appropriate. 
However, general full-body conditioning should be 
used. The joint should be moved passively, not active¬ 
ly. For example, a stationary bicycle with pedal straps 
provides some gentle mobilization. Once a joint can 
be actively moved through a limited range of motion 
without significant pain, resistance exercises with 
elastic tubing can be started. As strength builds, 
weight-bearing exercises to retrain the ankle support 
should be incorporated. 

When an ankle is injured, oftentimes the nerve 
fibers are damaged. This means that the information 
going up to the brain is incorrect - the brain doesn’t 
know the exact position of the foot. That’s why people 
tend to re-injure the ankle again and again. They 
assume they have “weak ankles,” but the ankle never 
healed properly and the nerve signals are incorrect. 
The brain cannot assess the pothole or graded ter¬ 
rain, and the joint is re-injured.

Summer camping safety tips... 


Camping in the wilderness can be adventurous and 
a great learning experience for most families. But 
neglecting to take simple safety precautions can 
quickly turn a fun-filled camping trip into a disaster. 

If your family decides to “rough it" outdoors this 
summer, it’s important to remember that safety should 
remain at the forefront of all camping activities. 

“While children are completely caught up in the 
wonders of nature, adults need to be very aware of 
possible safety hazards associated with camping,” 
said Mandi Summers, coordinator, Western 
Massachusetts Safe Kids Coalition headquartered at 
Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital. 

OUTDOOR SAFETY 

* Bring a first aid kit and emergency telephone 
numbers. 

* Know ahead of time where the nearest telephone 
or ranger station is located in case of an emergency. 

* Dress children in several layers of clothing. 
Children can become cold or warm more quickly than 
adults. 

* Pack essentials, such as a flashlight, extra food, 
warm clothing, and rain gear to prepare for unexpect¬ 
ed bad weather. 

* Before camping, check the area’s weather fore¬ 
cast. 

* Inform others where you are camping and when 
to expect your return. 

HIKING SAFELY 

* Never allow children to hike alone, but with an 
adult. 

* Map out your hiking trail ahead of time. Be sure 
any trail you choose is well marked and do not sway 
from it. Bring a compass. 

* Make sure children are capable of the hike in 
terms of distance, pace, and difficulty. 

* Make sure to bring plenty of drinking water 
because hiking can cause dehydration. 

* Wear proper hiking boots and clothing that cover 
as much exposed skin as possible to protect from 
scrapes, bites, and plant poisonings. 

WATER SAFETY 

* Always supervise children in or near water. 

* Teach children to always swim with a buddy, 
never alone. 

* Children should wear appropriate personal flota¬ 
tion devices when near water. 

* Never let a child go in the water before testing the 
temperature. If the water is too cold, it may affect the 
child’s breathing or cause cramps. 

* Be aware of the nature of the water. An open body 
of water that looks virtually motionless may have a 
strong undercurrent. 

* Do not allow children to wade into water without 
protective footwear. There may be broken pieces of 
glass or sharp objects. 

* Teach children water safety habits. They should 
not run, push others under water, jump on others, 
dive, or jump in shallow water. 

* Never allow children to swim during lightning

Any patient who wants to regain the ability to han¬ 
dle uneven surfaces and be able to respond to quick 
balance changes will have to retrain the neurological 
coordination of the foot and ankle. This is best done 
spending time on uneven surfaces, like a balance 
board or mini-trampoline. There are many exercises 
that can be incorporated to encourage re-training. 

Ankle sprains can be disabling. Get proper treat¬ 
ment immediately to provide a rapid return to daily 
activities.

* Know infant and child cardiopulmonary resuscita¬ 
tion (CPR). 

PREVENTING POISONINGS 

* Teach children to stay away from all plants and 
wild berries unless you are certain they are safe. 
Because it is often difficult to know what is or is not 
potentially poisonous, the safest recommendation is 
to stay away from plants that are unknown to you. You 
can also seek advice from your local poison control 
center. 

* Teach children to stay clear of poison ivy and poi¬ 
son oak, which can irritate the skin. 

BITS AND STINGS 

* Apply an insect repellent to a child’s clothing and 
exposed skin. Some repellents are too strong for 
small children, so consult medical personnel for rec¬ 
ommended repellents. Always have an adult apply the 
insect repellent and always follow the product’s 
instructions. 

* Avoid using scented products such as perfumes 
and shampoos, which attract insects. 

* Be sure to shake out all clothing before putting it 
on. 

* Teach children not to disturb or provoke any ani¬ 
mal they may encounter. Although an animal may look 
friendly, sudden action could frighten the animal and 
cause an attack. 

* Never leave a child alone with an animal, even if 
you believe it to be safe. 

* Teach children to watch out for snakes and to 
never pick up or disturb them. 

SUN SAFETY 

* Apply sunscreen 15 to 30 minutes before going 
out into the sun so it can penetrate, and apply it fre¬ 
quently throughout the day. Also, remember that sun 
rays can still reach the earth even with cloudy skies. 

* Dress your child in light colored fabrics that cover 
the child’s exposed skin such as the head, arms, and 
legs. 

* Be especially careful in high altitudes where the 
sun rays are stronger. 

COOKING AND HEATING 

* Always supervise children near a campfire or 
portable stove. 

* When making a campfire pit, be sure it is large 
enough to keep a fire from spreading. Avoid building 
one on windy days. 

* Keep a bucket of water and a shovel beside the 
fire at all times. 

* Keep matches and lighters out of children’s reach. 
Never use either inside of a tent. 

* Never burn charcoal or use portable camping 
heaters, lanterns, or stoves inside of tents, campers, 
or vehicles. Carbon monoxide is an odorless and 
tasteless gas which can cause flu-like symptoms and 
even death.

When you are eating chicken wings, sometimes 
you will notice that it is very dark around the bone. 
Some have thought that it meant the wing had been 
broken in processing. Not at all; it becomes that way 
from the freezing process. The blood and marrow in 
the bone are driven out into the flesh area. 

I have always felt that the best items to freeze are 
those that have already been cooked, and you want to 
save those leftovers for a casserole or some other 
dish to be made later. All foods can be frozen and later 
thawed for cooking. Berries seem to do very well with 
the freezer. I have had berries that have been frozen 
for two years, and they come out fine when thawed. 

Microwaves are fine for reheats and you can thaw 
things out in a hurry, but I find that the tenderness of 
the product will be compromised when “nuked.”

The Sacred Heart Sports Complex was the setting 
for Friday night’s championship game in the boys’ 9- 
10 division.
